HE Sultan, though much averſe to ſuch 
Pageantry, was yet perſuaded by his Vis, 
zier to ſleep in his new Pavilion, and the. 
glorious Appearance which it made, brought Ihou- 
ſands io view the magnificent Abode of their Suhan. 

The Account of this ſplendid Tent, ſoon reached 
AbubaPs Army, and every one extolled the glorious 
Pavilion, ſo that Abubal's "Tent ſeemed as nothung 
in Compariſon of the Sultan's. 

Ababack and Defra, who were in the Prince's Pa- 
vilion, hearing the Account, reſolved to go inviſtbly 
and examine it, 
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They left the Prince, and putting each a Ring on 
their Fingers, paſſed the Centinels and Watches of 
both Armies. 

But if the Sight of the Pavilion filled them with 
Malice and Envy, the Hiſtories of their Brethren's 
Death increaſed that Malice, and urged them to 
Revenge. 

They returned haſtily to Abubal's Pavilion, and 
related to him what they had ſeen. 

Abubal's Heart rankled at their Account, and his 
Viſage fell, to hear how much his Brother had out- 
done him in Magnificence.

«© the Sultan's, but it will be moſt glorious to dif- 
© poſſeſs him of that which he has built, and to ſet 
© my Prince upon the Throne of his Father, for 
„ which Purpoſe, let the Trumpets ſound on the 
„% Morrow; the Truce is at an End, or if it were 
* not, we mean not to keep our Faith with an 
4 Uſurper ; ; and ere the Sultan be prepared, let us 
« fal upon him; who knows but we may ſleep 
4% To-morrow Night in this Pavilion, which now 
& cauſes our Uneaſineſs.“ 

Ihe Counſel of Ahaback pleaſed both Deſra and 
Abubal, and they gave Orders for the Troops to 
march in the Morning, and attack the Army of the 
Sultan. 

The Forces of Miſnar were ſleeping in their 
Tents, when the Alarm was ſpread that the Enemy 
were upon them. 

The Vizier Horam aroſe in Haſte, and put him- 
ſelf at the Head of the Army, but inſtead of lead- 
ing them to their Enemies, he fled off to the Right 

with

* row Iwill order my Workmen to remove the 
© Pavilion next my own.” 

The Enchanters were pleaſed at the Speech of 
Abubal, and the Banquet was prepared for-the Con- 
querors, in the gay Pavilion of the unfortunate Sul- 
tan, while he remained among, the Mountains, 
wanting even the Neceſſaries of Life for himſelf 
aud his Army.

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The Captain then led Horam out of the Tent, 

and the Sultan followed. 
Ihe Vizier being in Chains, moved but ſlowly, 
and the Captain of the Guard diſmiſſing his Men, 
drew his Sabre, and held it naked over the Head of 
the Vizier. 

The Darkneſs of the Night prevented the Sul- 
tan from ſceing whither he was carried by his Vi-

In this Manner the Sultan paſſed through a lon 
Paſſage, hewn out of the ſolid Rock, till he beheld 
at a Diſtance a Man ſeated on a Stone, with an Ax 
in his Hand, and nine Lamps burning before 
him.

whole Pavilion. This, by ſome ſecret Means, 
he contrived in the Night to releaſe from its Com 
fine ment, while Ababack and Deſra were ſleeping 
on the Sofas beneath it; and ere Day began to 
ariſe, their Guards were ſurpriſed by the Fall, 
ani ran 10 releale their Maſters from the Stone:

© Againſt whom, O my Brethren, is this Array 

of Battle, and w hoſe Blocd ſeek ye to ſpill on the 

Plains which our Forefathers have culiivated? 

Is it our own Blood that muſt be poured forth 

over theſe Lands, to enrich them for a Stranger's 

Benefit? Is it not under Pretence of fighting for 

the Princeſs of Caſ/tmir, who has been long ſince 

dead, that the Sultan of India's Troops are now 
ravaging, rot aur Borgers only, but penetrating, 
even into the Heart bf bur Nation ? But ſuppoſe 
ye that the Conquerors will give up the Tteg- 
ſures they hope to earn by their Blood? Wil! they 


not rather, invited by the Fruitfulneſs of our 
« Vales, 
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Vales, and by the rich Produce of our Mountains, 
fix here the everlaſting Sandards of their Arms, 
and make Slaves of us, who are become thus 
„ eaſily the Dupes of their ambitions Pretences ? 
© then farewell Contentment, farewell Pleaſure 
„ farewell the well-earned Fruits of Induſtry and, 
„% Frugaluy. Our Lands ſhall be the Property et 
„ others, and we ſtill tied down by laviſh Chains 
* toculivate and improve them. Our Houſes, our 
« Subſtance, ſhall be the Reward of foreign Roh- 
* hers. Our Wives and our Virgins ſhali bow 
down betore Conquerors, and we, like the Beaits 
of the Field, be drawn in the ſcorchi ng Mid- q 
to the Furrow or the Mine,” 

As Hzibaddan began to utter theſe Words, Hiram, 
aſtoniſhed at his Malice and Preſumption, ordered 
the Archers who attended him, to draw forth their. 
Arrows, and pierce him to the Heart; but the 
Weapons of War were as Straws on the Armour of 
Hobaddan, and be ſtood dauntleſs and unhurt amidit 
ten thouſand Arrows.

Ei:baddan, ſenſible of his Advantage, haſtened 
after the 'I'roops of Heram all the Day and all the 
Night: and the Vruzicr himfelt narrowly eſcaped 
with his Lie, having none left behind him, to lend 
to Delly with the unhappy Report of his Defeat. 

But malicious Fame, ever indefatigable in re- 
preſenting the Horrors of Aﬀiiction and Diſtreſs, 
toon ſpread her Voice throughout the Regions of 
Daly, and Adiſnar beard from every Quarter, that 
his faiihinl {Zoram, and ail his choſen troops were 
de fented, ur cut eff by ihe vitorious Arm of Ho- 
baddan. 

The Prince's Hemjunab gave up herſelf to Sighs 
and fears, ard refuicd the Comfort and Conſolation 
of the Court of D-!ly; and ihe Sultan Mifaar, en- 
raged at his Lofs, reſolved to aſſemble the greateſt 
Part of his Troops, and march io the Aſſiſtance of 
Fram. 

But firſt he gave Orders that Recruits ſhould be 
raiſed, and that the Number of his I roops ſhould 
de increaſed, and then mixing his young raifed 
Soidiers with the Veterans of his Army, he-left one 
Halt of his Troops to guard his own Provinces, and 
with the other he marched towards the Confines of 
Caſſimir, 

Tune Vizier Heram had concealed himſelf in the Hut 

of a fjaiihiul Peaſant, and hearing that his Maſter 

was arrived with a numerous Army in the Kingdom of 

Caſfimir, he went tor ward and met him, and falling 
down at his Feet, beſought his Forgiveneſs. 

Hiram, ſaid the Sultan, ariſe, I forgive thee,

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& although thou haſt loſt ſo many of my Troops 3 
« but I little ſuſpected FHlabaddan had been too art- 
e ful for the Experience and S:gacity of my 
«© Viz;ier. However, Horam, he muſt not expect 
& to deceive us again, We are more in Number, and 
« weare aware of his Deccits. You, Horam, forced 
« your Marches, and weakened your Troops, but 
« | will bring them onwards ſlowiy and ſurely. 
„% Have we, O Horam, prevailed againſt Ulin, and 
% Happuck, and Ollomand and Taſnar; have we 
„ cruthed Ababack and Deſra by our prudent Arts, 
„and ſhail we tear the Contrivances of a poor 
« Vier, who leads a few Rebels among the Rocks 
„% of the Province of Caſimir! Let us but uſe 
& Prudence with Reſolution, and [theſe Enemies 
„ muſt ſoon fade away, like the Shadow that flieth 
«© from the Noontide Sun.“ 

The two Armies of the Sultan of India, and the 
pretended Sultan of Caſſimir, approached each other, 
ank the Troops of Miſaur were pleaſed to hear that 
treir Number was tieble the Number of their Ene- 
mies. But however great their Superiority might 
be, the Sultan Miſnar and his Vier kept the moſt 
exaQt Ducipline among them, and behaved as if

But the Sulian's Intentions were defeated, for 
Hobaddan commanding not in the Centre, as was 
I D 5 expected, 
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expected, but in the left Wing, (with a choſen 
 Froop he had conveyed there, that very Morning 
of the Engagement) totally defeated thoſe who 
were ſent to oppoſe him. 

The Troops to the Right of the Sultan's Army 
giving Way, put all in Confuſion, and the unwell. 
dy Number of Mzrfnar's Forces, inſtead of regular- 
ly ſupporting them, poured toward the Right in 
ſuch Tumult, as deſtroyed the whole Diſpoſition 
of the Army. 

During this Confuſion, Heobaddan hewed down 
on all Sides thoſe who dared eppoſe his Arms; and 
his choſen Troop followed him over Mountains of 
the Slain, every own flying through Fear at * 

Terror of his Preſence. 

The Sultan and his Vizier Hleram finding it in 
vain to rally their Troops, or oppole the Conque- 
tors, ſounded a Retreat, and amidſt the genera 
Confuſion fled toward the ſandy Deſerts, which 
divide the Realms of Caſſimir ſrom the Worin of 
Delly. F, 

Bot the prudent Sultan in his Flight, des. 
voured to teſtore to his Troops their Rank ard 
Order; and while Horam reduced the Foot under 
their proper Banners, Miſnar regulated the Con- 
fuſion of the Horſe, and placed them as a Coverirg 
to the reſt of his Forces. 

In this Manner they marched before the Face of 
their Enemies into the Deſert, without any Provi- 
hon or Forage, but what they carrieg, with their Ac- 
coutrements; and although the Sultan and his Vier 
uſed every Argument to perſuade their I troops (who 
ſtill exceeded the Number of their Fnemies) to 
turn and purſue the Army of Hebaddan, vet ſo 
great Was their Dread of the viQtorious Rebel and

Atter two Days March, they halted beſide ſe- 
vera! ſmall Pools; and ſuch was the exceſſive 
Drought of Miſnar's Army, that many periſhed, 
before ey could be prevailed upon to quit the re- 
ficſhing Pools of the Deſerts.

I hereſore, continued the Genius, aſſume thy

her noble Sadak was unconcerned ; all her Joy was 
centred in Sadat; her Heart rejoiced not but when 
Sadak appeared, and her Soul uneaſy at a Moment's 
Abſence, panted after Sagak her. Lord. Ihe Love 
of Sadat equalled the Aﬀections of his Beloved; 
be gazed every Hour with new Tranſports: upon 
ber Charms; none but Aalaſrade engaged his 
Thoughts, none but Lalaſrade ſhared in his Aﬀec- 
_ Yions, 
_ Time which impairs the impetuous Sallies of 
- Luft, increaſcd ihe holy Flame of their Love, and 
their Rewrement grew more and more agreeable, 
as they more and more experienced the Purity of 
its Joys. But Sadat indulged not whiil'y on the

dren, and carried. them through the Flames; then 
again returning, © I will either, ſaid he, reſcue

His youngeſt fainted with Fear as ſoon as her, 
Father had left her, and Sadat found her ſtretched 
on the Ground, with but litile Signs of Lite. 

All the female Slaves following their Maſter 
Sadak, had eſcaped out of the Haran, except one 
faithful Creature, who rather relolved to die with 
her young Miſtreſs, than leave her expoſed: to the 
Flames. 

Sadak a up his dear Treaſure in his Arms, 
and commanded 'the faithful Slave to take hold of 
his Garment, and follow him thro” the Flames.

Sadak then went through the moſt unftequented 
Vaths, and into the lonelieſt Parts of the Wood, to 
ſeek his Beloved, calling upon her as he paſſed 
along, and pronouncing the Names of the Slaves 
that were miſſing, This he continued till Night. 
tad thrown her ſable Garments on the Earth, and. 
he had compalled his Palace every Way around for 
ſeveral Miles, when he reſolved to turn again to 
his Palace, and enquire of his Slaves concerning his 
beloved Kalaſrade. 

He paſſed through the Woods, guided by the 
red Glare of Light, which the Clouds reflected 
from the Fire that had nigh conſumed his Dwelling, 
and entered the farther Part of the Terrace, where- 
on ſtood the few Remains of his once elegant 
Building. | 

The Flames, unſatiated with their former Cru- 
eltie:, ſeemed to rekindle at his Preſence, His 
Slaves came weeping toward him, but could give 
o Tidings of their amiable Miſtreſs; and Sadak, 

ho in the Morning had looked with the utmoſt

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Satisfaction on the lively Scenes around him, now 

ſaw the melancholy Face of Nature, enlightened 

_ the duſky Gleams of his own unexpected 
uin. 

But yet the Wreck of Nature could not have diſ- 
turbed Sadak more than the Loſs of his Beloved; 
he doubted not but that the Fire was kindled by 
thoſe Slaves, who had tern r from his 
Arms; and though he felt within himſelf the 
deepeſt Affliction, his Blood gurdled with Horror, 
when he refleQcd on the tentold Diſtreſſes which 
encompaſſed the pure and ſpotleſs Partner of his 
Affections. 

* O Alla, fa'd the trembling Sadat, fortiſy my 
& Faith, and teach me, even in the Horrors of this 
Night, to believe, that Mercy triumphs over 
% Evil, and that the Paths of Deſtruction are con- 
* trouled by thy all-ſeeing Power! To me all. is 
« Confuſion! Miſery ! and Terror | but thou ſeeſt 
& through the dark Abyſs, and guideſt the Foot- 
, ſteps of the-Juſt in the Vallies of Deſolation: 
& nevertheleſs, O thou juſt One, forgive the ſink- 
% ing of my Soul, and pour the virtuous Balm of 
Hope, into the wounded Spirits ot thine afflied 
& Servant.” 

The bounteous Alla heard the Voice of his Ser- 
vant, and the Heart of Sadak was fortified and 
ſtrengthened with religious Hope. 

Having diſpoſed of what Effects his Slaves had 
reſcued from the Flames, in a Place of Security, 
Sadak haſtened to the Village where his Children 
were aſſembled; and diſguiſing the ſeverer Pangs he 
felt himſclf, endeavoured to aſſuage the Grief of 
his fond Family for the Loſs of their Mother. 

Several of Sadal's Friends ſoon joined him in the 
Village, and the Relations of his Wife offered 10 
take Care of his Children, while he went in Search 
of Kalaſrade, and his villanous Slaves.

No ſooner was Amurath ſeated on his Throne in

The Smiles of his Prince, anfirdeud Sadak, are 
* a Soldier's Joy, and in the Sunſhine” of thoſe 
Smiles, did Sadat live an envied Life, till one 
* dark Cloud interpoſed, and blaſted the ripe Fruit 
* of Sadak's Joy.” 

* What means my Sadak, anſ wered Amurath 7” 
„While I led my Sons io the Plain, rephed Sa- 
5 dat, to teach them the Duties which they owed 
« their Prince, the Flames ſeized my pesceful 
„ Dwelling, and ete I could return to the Reſcue 
* of my beloved Kalaſrade, four Slaves had dragged 
her away, and [ and my Attendants have in vain 
been ſeeking her, in Woods and Plains that ſor- 
round my Habitation ; wherefore, O Amurath / 
| come a Suppliant to thy Throne to aſk Redteſs 
of thee.“ 
“% That, anſwered Amurath, brave Soldier, thou 
ſhalt have, my * Buſki ſhall pay thee 
twice the Value of thine Houſe, Thou ſhalt 
* have twenty of my Slaves, andas to thy Beloved, 

* go where Fancy leads thee, and ſeek a new Ka- 
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The Words of Amurath were as the Arrows of 
Death in the Heart of Sadat, and he ſaid, Let 
„the Hand of Juſtice overtake the Robbers, and 
* let the Power of my Lord reſtore Kalaſrade to 
« my Arms.“ 

4 Kalaſrade, anſwered Amurath, has doubtleſs 

been ſo long in your Slaves Poſſeſſion, that ſhe is, 
<« ere this, contented with her Lot; inſtead of being 
* the Slave of one, ſhe is now the Miſtreſs of four. 
« But why ſhould a weak Female trouble the brave 
« Soldier's Heart. The Chance of War gives 
them to our Arms, and as they change theic

As the blaſted Oak is torn by the Thunder-bolt, 
ſo was the Heart of Sadak rent by the Words of 
Amurath ; but he concealed the Storm that ſhook 
his Breaſt, and bowing to the Earth, departed from 
the Divan. 

He applied himſelf that Day to enquire in the 
Biſiften, and publick Market-places concerning Aa- 
* lafrade and his four Slaves; and hearing no Tidings

The Sorrows of Sadat bore heavy on his Heart, 
but they did not prevent him from making a regu- 
lar and ſtrict Search on the oppoſite Shores both of 
Europe and Afia.

the Blaze aſcend in three different Parts. * 
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All was Confuſion and Diſtreſs; Kalaſrade forgot 
not her Children, but was haſting to their Apart- 
ment, when four Slaves broke in upon her, and 
forced her out of the Palace. 

They flew with their Prize to one Extremity of 
the Terrace, where a ſmall Galley, which was con- 


cealed by the Trees which overſhadowed the Wa- 


ter, waited ſor her Arrival. 


The diſtracted Kalaſrade was delivered to an old | 


Eunuch in the Galley, who inſtantly: threw a thick 
black Veil over her Head, and threatened to caſt 
her into the Sea, if ſhe cried out or reſiſted. 


The Threats of the Eunuch were vain; Kalaſ-. 


rade feared no greater Misfortune than the Loſs of 


Sadat, and ſhe filled the Air with her . 


tions. 


The Eunuch finding his Remonſtrances. u 


ceſsful, ſhut up the Windows of the Galley, and 


urged the Rowers to haſten away with their Prize. 


Kalaſrade being incloſed in the Galley, knew not 
to what Shore ſhe was carried, but ere long the 
Veſſel ſtruck upon the Ground, and ten black Eu- 


nuchs entering the Galley, they wrapped a Cover- 


ing of Silk around her, and conveyed her away. 


After ſome Time they ſtopped, and uncovered 


the unfortunate by Mat to give her Breath.

„ her Lord. In the Morning I joyed not at the

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&* the Chaſe, ah wretched Chaſe! My Eyes went

© lowed him to the Plain. When he returned, 
* his Preſence was like the ſprighily Notes of Mu- 
&« ſick to my Soul; when he ſmiled, he was chear- 
* ful as the Light of the Morning. When he 
“ ſpoke, his Words were as the Dews of Heaven 
% on the fruitful Boſom of the Earth, and his Mo- 
“tion was graceful as the Waving of the Palm 
% Tree on the Brow of the Mountain. O who has 
* divided my Beloved from my Arms! Ab, Ala 
rade, thou art as the Traveller among the 
* Wolves of the Foreſt, thou art as a Stranger

Kalaſrade vented her Sighs undiſturbed for feve- 
ral Days, no one appearing but an old female Mute, 
who daily brought her ſome boiled Rice and à Pit- 
cher of Water, which though but ſcanty, was more 
than ſufficient for the beauteous Wife of Sadat. 

During this Interval it was impoſſible for Kaldf- 
rade to gueſs at the Meaning of her Confinement, 
and ſeeing no one come to moleſt her, ſhe began'to 
bear her Situation with more "Temper, though (till, 
like the Turtle, her Moans after Sadat were evety 
Moment indulged, and her Fears for her Childre 
renewed the Horrors of her Mind.

At theſe Words the Countenance of Kalaſrade 
changed, a deadly Paleneſs overſpread her Cheeks, 
and the fell to the Earth as a Flower cut off from 
its Root by the ſtormy Wind. 

Although Amurath called in immediate Aſſiſtance, 
it was long before they could reſtore Motion and 
Life to the miſerable Kalafſrade, who, as ſoon as 
ſhe beheld the Countenance of Anuratb, again funk 
to the Earth.

* While the Janiſaries were making ready to 
% obey my Commands, I conſidered that Death 
* alone was not a ſufficient Recompenſe for his 
* Folly, and therefore I determined to add Suſpenſe 
* to the Tortures which the Rebel had merited at 
* my Hands. 5 ad 

“For this Purpoſe, I gave Orders to the Chief 
* of my Eunuchs to corrupt ſome of his Slaves, 
* who were to fire his Dwelling in different Paris

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* and to bring away his Kalaſrade to my Seraglio; 
not that I intended, beauteous air One, to exalt 
** thee to my Notice: No, the Wife of Sadat was 
a Pet ſonage too low for Amurath io ſtoop to. 
* But having heard that you alſo gloried in your 
Sadał, I refolved that you ſhould live confinedin 
an ignominious Hut on the coarſei: Food for 
ſome Days; which being executed, I commanded 
one of your Slaves to go in unto you, and make

*The Moment I ſaw your irreſiſtible Beauties, 
I vowed the vile Slave ſhould die, who even in 
* Thought had attempted to prophane your 
© Charms. I made a Sign for my Eunuchs to ruſh 
4 in and ſeize him, and ere this, his accurſed Blood 
« is poured on the Earth as an Atonement for his 
& Inſolence. 

© But this is not all that Amurath will do for the 
& Miſtreſs of his Heart, and the happy Nala ſrade 
© may rejoice, that the Preſumption of Sadat was 
6 not unnoticed by his Lord. Your ſhort Troubles, 
% O Kalaſrade, have been productive of the greateſt 
% Joy your Sex can feel; for know that you have 
« engaged the Affe tion of the mighty Amuratb, 
% and he who will not depart from the Words of 
& his Lips, doth here call Mabomet io Witneſs, 
that Amurath will make his beloved Kalaſrade

« pers of my Courtiers concerning your Worth,

« Opportunity of convincing their little Souls, how 
& greatly the Soldier towers above the ſafe Advi- 
& ſers of the Cabinet. Fail not, generous Sadat, 


% to be preſent, and I will, in the ſight oy 
| whole 
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« whole Court, Ar mo ome one to ſtand forth, 
« and undertake a VoydFe in Queft of the Waters 
.« of Oblivion, whiff are guarded by every natural 
« Barrier, and the united Efforts of a Race of 
« evil Genit, Then, when a tame Silence follows 
« my Propoſal, and the baſe Courtiers hang their 
«© Coward Heads, my brave Sadat ſhall arife, and 
« challenge to himſelt the glorious Undertaking.” 
Sadak bowed at the Words of Amurath, and 
ſaid; “ Lord of the Faithful, far be it from Sa- 
© dal to prove unworthy of his Maſter's Love.” 
The artful Amurath having thus prepoſſeſſed 
the Mind of Sadat, went not into the Apartments 
of ni but waited with great Solicitude the

* condin Honor throughout all my Dominions. “ 
The beguiled Sadak underſtood not the baſe 
Meaning ot his Lord, but he fell at his Feet, and 
kifled the Earth whereon Amurath Rood, | 
The Chief of the Eunuchs ſeeing the noble 
Sadak in the Divan, paſſed by his Side as he was 
reti ing, and wiuſpered, © Wait a few Minutes, 
much injured Sadat, and | will convey into your 


« Hands the Words of Comfort.” . 9 N 
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Sadat was aſtoniſhed at the Speech of the Fu- 
nuch, and now .his Heart began to miſgive him, 
and Tumults aroſe in his Breaſt. 

Before the Crowd were diſſipated out of the Di- 
van, the Eunuch flipped a Note into Sadał's Bo- 
ſom, and ihe much affl ted Warrior retired wich 
it to the Rocks which are behind the City, and 
there read as follows:

© with the Shield of Strength in the Day of 


* Batile? Was it for this. | plunged into the 
* rapid Stream, and bore him breathlcfs to the

* Enemies to the Sea of Aaaph? Who recanciled 
* Amurath to his mutinous Janiſaries, when offend- 
* ed at his Avarice, they demanded the Plunder of 
Lepanto? Who preſerved him from the Fury ef 
* Irab, the rebellious Son of Porob, who en- 
deavoured. to depoſe him in the Seragho of his 
© Anceſtors? Who, but that Man whom he hath 

* baſely robbed of all his Subſtance, ' plundered 
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* of Heaven's beſt Treaſure, the lovely Kalaſrade, 
and betrayed into a raſh Vow to leave the Otb. 
« man Empire and his juſt Revenge, to ſeek in 
e diſtant Seas the various Countenance of Death, 
** But what Revenge could Sadat meditate againſt 
*© the Blood of his Prince; would he wiſh to make 
his private Injuries the Cauſe of publick Shame; 
% would he ſtrive to glut his Malice on the Ruins 
« of the Faith of Muſſelmen, and the Otbman Ma- 
jeſty. And yet, O Soul of Life, O beauteous 
and conſtant Kalaſrade, ſhall Sadak undiſturbed 
* behold the Afi: tions of his Love? Shall Kalaſ- 
rade lift up the Hand of ſupplicating Virtue, and 
% pour forth in vain the Tears of Conſtancy, and 
*& Sadak ſtard unmoved at the Voice of the Be- 
* loved? O Prophet, holy Prophet, whither muſt 
* [| turn? not againſt my Prince, for whom his 
% Slaves live; not againſt thy Truth, which the 
% Blood of the Faithful hath planted and nouriſhed 
on the fertile Plains of Eurabe and Aſia.

e cher bear the Curſes of AnurathF Ah! that is 
« tenfold Death! muſt 1 rebel againſt one who

% Slave? But Doubts are vain. The Vows [

« ere | goa voluntary Exile from the Plains of the

«© and Amurath, who once held the ſacred Vow 
& moſt ſolemn, cannot blame that Love which

Theſe Reflections fixed Sadat in his Reſolutions of 
attempting to enter the Seraglio, and he returned 
tothe City, in order to procure ſuch Things as might 
be neceſſary to aſſiſt him in his Undertaking. 

Going to the Bezeſlein, he ordered an Iron to be 


made with five Hooks, and an Eye in the a 
an

and at the Silk Merchant's bought a Cord of Silk, 
fifty Feet in Length; he alſo purchaſed a ſmall 
Iron Trowel and a Poignard. 

Having theſe Things in his Poſſeſſion, in the 
Evening be went down to the Water Side, between 
Pera and Conſtantinople, and ſuddenly unloofing a 
ſmall Boat, he launched it into the Gulph Keratius, 
and ſwiftly. rowed to Riſcula, which is on a Rock, 
near the Shore of A/ia, facing the eaſtern Part of 
the Seraglio. | 

Here the determined Sadak reſted on his Oars, 
till the Clouds of Night had ſhortened the vigilant 
Sight of the Janiſaries, and the Tide was fallen from 
the Walls of the Palace, when paddling toward the 
Seraglio, he advanced in his Boat within fix hundred: 
Paces of the Shore, | 

A Part of the Guard, who were then going 
round on the Beach, to examine the Walls, halted 
at the Noiſe of Sadak's Oars, and made a Signal for 
a Galley which lay near them to come up. 

The Slaves in the Galley obeyed the Janiſaries, 
_ coming along Side the Shore; took them on 

oard. ö | | 

The Janiſaries, directed them to row toward the 
Place where they imagined they had heard the 
paddling of Oars, and in a few Minutes Sada# per- 
ceived one of the Sultan's Galleys advancing. to- 
ward him. 

The bold Sadak, pleaſed at the Succeſs of his 
Stratagem, gently glided out of the Boat into the 
Water, and diving wide of the Galley, ſometimes 
riſing for Breath, and at other Times continuing to- 
ſtrike forward under the Water, he in a ſhorf Time 
reached the Shore, and landed between Sera Burni 
and the Gate Topcapu, thro' which his Beloved was 
hurried by the Slaves of the Seraglio. 

Sadak knowing his Time ſhould not be waſted, (as- 
the Janiſaries finding no one in the Boat would 
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ſoon return to the Shore) immediately pulled out 
the Iron with five Hooks, and the ſilken Cord, and 
faftening them together, he threw the Hook over 
the Wall, which catching on the Top, by Means 
of the ſilken Cord, Sadak raiſed himſelf up on the 
Wall; then again fixing the Hook on the inner 
Side in ſuch a Manner as he might looſen it from 
the Wall, by ſhaking the Cord backward and for- 
ward, he quickly deſcended into the Gardens of the 
Seraglio, and unhitching the Iron trom the Wall, 
with a tew Shakes of the Cord, he took out his 
Trowel, and buried them in the Earth; then 
haſtening toward a Thicket of ſmall Trees and 
Shrubs, he hid himſclf therein. 

Here Sadak had Time to recolleQ his Thoughts; 
but he was hardly covered hy the Buſhes, before 
he heard the Galley on the oppoſite Side of the 
Wall ſtrike againſt the Shore, and could diſtinguiſh 
the Voices of the Janiſarics deſcending from its 
Sides, V9: 4d 244-04 25 

By their Converſation he learned, that they were 
alarmed at finding a Boat without any one in it; 
and as they haſtened towards the Gate Tepcapu, he 
doubted not but they would ſhortly raiſe the Guards 
of the Scraglio. 

In the midſt of theſe "Thoughts! Sadak heard the 
Fall of Feet approaching toward him, and preſenily 
one drew near the Buſhes, ard was entering into 
the very Place where Sadat was concealed, 

Although the Frame of Sadak was more diſturbed 
at the Approach of the Stranger, than it had ever 
been in the Field of Blood, yet he negleted not to 
draw his Poignard; and as the Stranger entered 
among the Buſhes, he ſeized him, and was about 
to ſtrike the Steel into his Heart, when Doubor cried

% Breaſt of the tender-hearted Doubor /”? 
Noble Sadat, anſwered the Chief of the Eu- 

* nuchs, I wonder not at your Suſpicions; it is an 
c hard Taſk for the Brave to diſſemble, or for the 
„ generous Warrior to deſcend to the dark Deeds 
© of a Midnight Robber: But let us haſten to- 
* ward the Seraglio; yet before we iflue forth out 
* of this Thicket, let me help you to dreſs yourſelf 
* in the Habit of a Mute; the Garments are hid- 
6% den in the Thicket behind, and I was coming to 
* ſeck whether they were ſafe againſt your Arrival, 
* when you ſeized me by the Arm.” | 

Sadak was pleaſed at the Propoſal of the Chief of 
the Eunuchs, and ſtripping himſelf, he left his own 
Garments concealed in the Thicket, and putting on 
the Mute's Habit, followed Douber toward the Fe- 
male Seraglio. 

Doubor advancing toward the Seraglio, made a 
Sign for the Eunuchs which were placed at the 
Gates to retire; and entering he bid his Mute fol- 
low him to the Apartments of Kalaſrade. 

The Joy of Sadak, at the "Thoughts of again 
viewing his Beloved, and his Fears leſt any unfor- 
tunate Diſaſter ſhould diſcover him, raiſed alternate 
Storms in his Breaſt; but the mighty Warrior con- 
| cealed in his Countenance the ſtrong Paſſions which 
beſet his Heart. 

After paſſing through ſeveral Galleries, the Chief 
of the Eunuchs arrived at the Apartment of the 
beauteous Kalaſrade, and was about to enter, when 

he perceived the royal Sandals at the Door. © 

" Douboy” 
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Doubor ſtarted back at the Sight. 

„% O Mabomet, ſaid he in a Whiſper, Amurath 
« is riſen in the Dead of Night, and entered into 
% Kalaſrade's Apartment.” 

The Words of Doubor were as deadly Poiſon to | 

the Heart of Sadak, the cold Hand of Death chilled 
his aftoniſhed Blood, and his weak Nature could 
ſcarcely ſuſtain the mighty Shock.

N the firſt Ages of the Mabomedan Faith, the 
Kingdom of Perſia was governed by Adbim, the 
Magnificent, who removed the royal Palace from 
I/paban to Raglai, and enlarged the Glories of his 
labitation beyond the Example of all his Prede- 
ceſſors.

Mirglip, O Sultan, 
hath won the Hearts of all the People; he rifeth 
and ſcattereth abroad the Gifts of Benevolence; 
he healeth the Breaches of Neighboursz he 
comforteth the Afflicted: But, fatigsed with 
the ſevere Duties of the Day, his waſted Strength 
requireth recruit; and at Night, after all his 
Toils, he is renewed with the precious Tears 
which fall from the luſcious Grape.“ 

* Hah! Lemack, ſaid Aubim, ſtarting, is Mir- 
glip, the wiſe, the temperate Mirglip, the Slave 
of Wine ! No, Lemack, it cannot be.” 

O thou, anſwered the Vizier, before whom 
Hypocriſy flieth diſmayed, and in whoſe Preſence 
Falſehood dare not ſtand, forgive the Tongue of 
thy Slave, which wiſheth not to utter the Fail- 
ings of its Brother: To me, O Adbim, Mir- 
glip is allied by the Ties of Vartue and Religion;

That, anſwered Aabim, I mean to do, in the 

„ {ame Diſguiſe which we lately aſſumed. Where- 

„ fore Lemack, leave me now, and prepare to 
& convince me this Night of what you have ſaid.” 

Lemack obeyed, and Night being come, Adbim 
and his Vizier departed filently from Orez, to the 
Cottage of Mirglip. 

In the mean Time, Falri diſguiſed in the Habit 
of a Merchant; entered the City of Raglai, and 
knocked, in the Duſk of the Evening, at the Cot- 
tage of Mirglip; who invited him into his Houſe, 
and underſtanding he came from a far Country, 
ſet before him ſuch plain Proviſions as he uſed him- 
ſelf.

As the falſe Sorcerer ſpake thus, he tumbled 
from the Sofa whereon he was placed, and he 
ſighed aloud, © O Prophet, ſave my exhauſted 
« Frame.“ 

Mirglip perceiving the Diſtreſs of the ſham 
Merchant, and ſuppoſing it real, ran to thoſe who 
dealt in Sherbet, and bought a Pitcher of Wine, 
which he carried home, and ſet on the Ground 
before the Sorcerer.

** liven you. It was in vain that, in anſwer, I ur-. 
* ged the Commandment of our Prophet, and the 
Law of Adhim, Mirglip would be obeyed ; and

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he gave me a ſmall Cup, but in his own Hands 
he held one large enough to contain a Meaſure 
of Rice. By frequent Pledges, we ſoon emptied 
our firſt Pitcher of Wine; and Mirglip, not 
content, went forth to thoſe who ſell Sherbet, 
and purchaſed a ſecond. 

© The more we drank, the more lively we 
grew, and Mirglip waxed communicative; 
Merchant, ſaid he, I invite only Strangers, 
and after the firſt Night I ſee them no more: 
You will, perhaps, be ſurpriſed to think that l, 
but a mean Cottager, can every Night ſupport 
ſuch an Expence; but your Wonder will ceaſe,

This, O Sultan, made me ſuſpect, that Mir- 
glip at laſt gave ſome Portion to his Gueſts, to 
take from them all Memory of his Feaſt; and 
therefore I reſolved to taſte nothing more in bis 
Houſe. 

% What I ſuſpeded was true; when I was 
about to depart, he brought out a {mall Stone 
Bottle, This, ſaid he, O Stranger, is a Wine 
of the moſt exquifiie Flavor, I can afford you 
but a little of it, to every Gueſt I give a Cup, 
and no more.

Sultan, but he, willing to wave the Diſcourſe, 
deſcended from the Mountain, and looking for- 
ward, faid to the good Derviſe of the Groves :

% % ſanctified; the lawleſs Voice of wild Diſor-

« yer the Soul; where Love triumphant reigns, 


«2nd from whoſe fruitful Progeny ſpring all the 
« ſweet endearing Bleſſings of Society, the Har-

© But let us quit, faid the good Derviſe, this 
* melancholy Scene, and reſt a while in yonder 
e comfortable Bower, with eaſy ſmiling Rezaliph ; 
© who, were he here, would join his ready Voice 
& to deck our matrimonial Friumphs.“ | 

© He is then, ſaid the difguiſed Adbim, the Fa- 
* ther of a Family.“ + 

* Yes, continued the good Derviſe, two ſmiling 
Boys hang on his Knees, like Cluſters on the 
Vine; and Rezaliph is ever ſtudious to implant 
« his Virtues on their infant Minds.“ 
„% The Man who trains his Children in the Paths 
4 of Virtue, ſaid Adbim, is the beſt SubjeQ that 
* a Monarch knows.“ 
And feels, ſaid Mrglip, the moſt exalted Plea- 
* ſures of the human Heart; nor when out- 
* ſtretched upon the Bed of Death, can he be 
aid to die, whoſe Virtues multiplied through all 
* his Race, reflect his righteous Image to ſucceed- 
ing Worlds.” 
The happy Family of Pheſou; Ecneps paſſed on- 
ard from the Seat of Rezaliph, through a narrow 
Path, ſhaded with the nobleſt Trees of the Grove, 
Ind advanced toward a ſmall but beautiful Lawn,

« What, replied Pheſoj Ecneps ſmiling, (bal 
J forget my Son-in-Law, whom | have placed 
&« under this ſhady and elegant Tulip Tree? No: 
% Kind Stranger, this Tree is dedicated to the 
% Memory of my dear Mirglip; and fee how | 


* have ſuited the Temple to the nnn 2 
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« open and expanded are the Leaves of this Tree, 
« like the generous Actions of him they are deſigned 
« to repreſent 3 how noble and erect, and yet how 
« pleaſing ; the Stem, like the reſolute Virtues 
« of the affable Mirglip; and fee, to mark him

Adbim ſmiled at the chearful Sallies of the good 
Derviſe, and walking forward toward an Acacia—

* me, and deſcribed the, temperate Le ſſons of his 
% Father Ph-ſ:; Ecneps, as the Seed from whence 
* his Virtues ſprung. And now, tl at I attendant 
& watch thy much inſtruQtive Speech, thou again 
* doft raiſe my Fancy upward to the pious Deruiſe

* And he, faid the good Derviſe Phefj Ecnepr, 
& were he here, would raite thy admiring Pafituns 
* higher ſtill, and fix them on that God, whole 
* Worſhip he beſt knows, and beſt can teach Man- 
« kind.” 

Mirglip was alike ſtruck with the, Aſtoniſhment 
of Adbim, and the Friendſhip of the good Der- 


viſe, and he every Moment expected, that in the | 


Midſt of his Emotions, the diſguiſed Sultan wou'd 
diſcover his Quality io PB Ecneps. 


The Sun now had nearly. attained the Summit 


of his Courſe, when the Derviſe led his Company 
from the Cedar to his homely Cottage, where, after 
a frugal Meal, they retired to their Repoſe. 

The Evening was ſpent, like the Chorale: in 


viewing tlie deſigutful Proſpects around the Cot- 
tage 
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tage of the Derviſe, and ſometimes teſting on the 
Seats which he had placed in the different Parts of 
the Country for the Reception ot his Gueſts, 

But each Seat ſupplied the good Derviſe with an 
Opportunity of inculcating ſome moral or religious 
Truth, or. holding to the View of his Pupils fome 
eminent Example of Virtue or Friendſhip: Some- 
times firing their emulous Souls with a Deſcription 
of public Patriots, and then, at others, recommends, 
ing the amiable Patterns of private and domeſtick 
Viituez among the latter, none was more engaging. 
than the Character of the mild and blameleſs Stevar, 
to whoſe Memory the good Deivite had erected a 
Seat among his departed Friends. 

© Sevar, (aid Pheſs; Ecneps, though bred where 
© Virtue more is blaſted by the rude Attack of 
© Sin, than countenanced or cheriſhed, yet amidit 
© the boiſterous Elements of Wind and Seas, pre- 
« ſerved an Heart untainted with bis Comrades: 
% Vices; nor Cline, nor Cuſtom, could pervert 
* his honeſt Soul; nor ſpecious Argument, nor 
* certain Profpe&t of unbounded Wealth, could 
* ſhake his firm unalterable Vintue.”? 

The Remembrance of the tender Sfevar drew 
Tears of Friendihip from the Derviſe and his Son- 
in-Lav, while Adbim, who never in his Court had 
experienced the amiable Effects of that ſocial Paſ- 
ſion, gave Thanks to Alla, who had kindly intro- 
duced him to thoſe who were thus capable of ele- 
vating his Nature, and giving him an higher Reliſh 
of Lite, than the pompous Luxuries of the Court 
of Perſia could teach him. 

Several Weeks paſſed thus agreeably, and the 
Sultan was every Day ſo much enamoured with 
the delightful Receſs of the good Derviſe, that: 
he had little Deſire to return to his Palace at Orez : 
However, the more he admired the Leſſons of 
Virtue, the more he ſaw the Neceſſiy of putting 
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her Maxims in Practice, where Providence had 
placed him as a Light to others; and he was about

O young Man, why art thou cloathed in theſe 
mean Garments ? and why doth thy Face betray 
ſv much Anxiety of Heart!“ 
% Alas, anſwered Bereddan, once Lord of all 
thy Slaves, but now a Traitor deemed in his 
own Realms, Flight only can preſerve my royal 
Maſter from the Fury of his Uſurper Lemack, 
„ho hath bribed the Tribes of FXeri, and the 
“ Captains of thine Huſt, to call him Sultan of 
Perſia. The Ciies of Raglai groan under the 
Tyrannies of thy Vizier, while a choſen Set of 
Villains, the Creatures of Lemack, were four 
Days paſt, commanded to ſeek thee in theſe 
Groves, and bring thy Head a Tribute to their 
« proud Uſurper. One of their Number, repent- 
« ing of his intended Crime, came haſtily to me, 
and told me, ere an Hour was paſſed, the 
Troops to which he belonged, were ordered to 
ſurround my Father's Dwelling, and having 
* made him their Guide to you, my Lord, they 
© were to ſtrike off his Head, with the Head of

Leagues of this Habitation, where fainting” 
© through Loſs of Strength, I was conſtrained to 
e leave him, and have happily explored this deep 

« Receſs, which, with all its Secreſy, can never 
„ long hide my Prince from Lemack's Malice.“ 

The Aſtoniſhment of Adbim the Sultan, was not 
greater at the Recital of Bereddan's Tale, than 
was the Wonder of the good Derviſe, when he

Thus ipake the Monarch, and haſted from the 
Preſence of his Friends, while Bereddan and Mir- 
glip were diſputing which ought to follow their 
Lord, and which remain with the good Derviſe of 
the Groves. At length, Bereddan prevailed on 
Mirglip to remain with Pheſa; Ecneps and his Wife 
Nourenhi, and the Son of the Emir endeavoured o 
follow the Footſteps of his wandering Lord.

«© 4dbim indeed, ſaid Nadan, is wretched, and 
though deſerving of Compaſſion, yet not free 
from Error: Born for thy People's Happineſs, 
thy noble Heart did much miſtake its Pleafures, 
when it ſought Renown and Comfort in the 
deep dug Quarry, or the mouldering Turret ; 
theſe can no more ennoble Man, than may the 
barren towery Rock boaſt more Utility than the 
fertile Vale: Be uſeful, and be great! From 
hence alone can Juſtice raiſe thy Fame, and 
Millions bleſs thy foſtering Care; from hence 
alone can ſpring the Heart- felt Pleaſures of a no- 
ble Mind; which never, unleſs in bleſſing others, 
can be bleſt itſelf. Survey the wide extended 
Earth, its ſteep formed Rocks, and Mountains 
raiſed beyond the Clouds; yet theſe, tremendous 
to a human Eye, are to the Globe, no more 
than Inſects on the Rind of yon majeſt ck Cedar; 
what then are all the Labors of thy puny Race, 
unleſs ſome future Good to Man do ſanctity the 
Builder's Toil ? What, but the weak Effect of 
blind erroneous Pride, miſtaking both the Means 
and End of what it aims to compaſs? Pride, in- 
deed, directed to its proper Object, is noble; 
or rather, to form my Speech in fitter Terms, 
| ſhould call it Fmulation, and the brave Spirit 
of a Godlike Soul, which flirs your Race to 
every Exerciſe of Virtue ; which marks the Life 
of him who wears it, with diſtinguiſhed Honor, 
and gives Mankind that bet of Characters; a 
virtuous Patriot, For think not, Sultan, that 
in the ſequeſtered Vale alone, dwells Virtue, 
and her ſweet Companion with extenſive Eye, 


mild, affable Benevolence: No, the firſt great 
© Gift 
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Gift we can beſtow on others, is a good Exam- 
ple; and he, who in his private Life doth com- 
*© bat every Duty, and lives at Variance with do- 
meſtick Virtue, ſhall vainly ape. the generous 
Figure of his Country's Patriot; for what are 
the Bleſſings of Society, but thoſe, which in a 
leſſer Scale we meet at Home, Peace, Honor, 
Faith, and Love. Will he then, Prince, who 
gives up theſe within his Houſe, cheriſh and 
extend their Influence abroad ? Or can the Man 
who rives a Parent's Heart, and curſes thoſe 
whom firſt he's bound to bleſs, be ever deemed

&* a Friend ſincere by thoſe Ne knows not? Sooner 6 
* ſhall the Stork, leaving its Neſt, regardleſs of :

© it reach the fartheſt Boundaries of Nature. 
Hence ſprings Temperance in yourſelf, to others 
Juſtice. Herce, the ſweet Calm of an approving 
Conſcience, more valuable than the loud Ap- 
plauſe of Tumult or of Multtudes.” 

% Nor, yet, O Prince, deſpiſe the Voice of: 
* Fame; which, though overbearing in its firſt 
« Career, grows calm as it extends, and mellows 
* into Truth; 'tis noble to deſerve Applauſe, and 
% he who ſcorns the Cenſure of Mankind, is more 
& the Slave of ſullen Pride, than conſcious of De- 
„% ſert: The beſt may pity, when deluded Men 
& affront the Virtue which deſerves their Praiſe; 
* but Fools alone deride the publick Clamors of 
* miſguided SubjeAs, whom it were better —

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«© by Mildneſs to convince, than by Neglect en- 


« rage. | 

40 Noble Stranger, anſwered Adbim, I admire 
« thy gentle and deſerved Reproots, and doubt 
© not but ſome ſuperior Being animates thy 
« Frame.” 

« [am indeed, ſaid Nadan, of that celeſtial Race, 
« which watches o'er the Actions of Mankind; 
© who may adviſe, but cannot force the human 
« Will. But Prince, a while forget the baſe Pur- 
&« ſuit of Lemack and his Rufhans ; To- night within 
« this Cavern reſt your wearied Limbs, ſecure 
© from Danger or Surprize ; for this Retreat is 
© impervious to all, but thoſe who are the Friends 
« of Virtue,” 

Thus ſaying, the Genius Nadan led the Sultan 
Adbim into his Cavern, which, though narrow in 
its Entrance, was within both beautiful and ſpa- 
cious.

© Gentle Damſel, ſaid Adhim, what means this 
unexpected Kindneſs ?” 

I am, anſwered ſhe, the only Daughter of Clac, 
© the Keeper of theſe Dungeons, and I am called 
* Kufan, becauſe of the Blackneſs of my Eyes: 
* But were my Eyes like Jer, and more brilliant 
“ than the Diamond, yet never can they be fixed 
* on a more lovely Object, than on him who now 
ſtands before me.“ 

* What, ſaid Adbim, O wretched Kufar, has 
* none of thy Father's Friends demanded thee, 
that thou comeſt at Midnight among theſe damp 
Walls to find thy Paramour, and one, or I much 
miſtake, whom thou haſt never yet ſeen.” 
*© Ofooliſh young Man, ſaid ſhe, *tis enough for 
* you to know, that Kufan loves, and you are hap- 
* Py; happy, indeed, when Love's the Price of 
* Liberty.” 
** Diſgrace to your ſoft Sex, ſaid Adbim, ſtarting 
from her, avaunt! for rather had I bear my 
Chains, than meet a Monſter who belies her 
Nature.“ ä 
** Yet hear me, Fool, ſaid ſhe, ere Day break in 
vpon us, and cut off all future Hope. k 
have the Keys of every barred Door which ſhuts 
you from Mankind, and Freedom waits without 
to lead you into Salety, if my Love be firit pre- 
* jerred.“ : 
** I would not wiſh to live, ſaid Adbim, on ſuch 
mean Terms: No, Aan, baſe Minds alone can 
2 love 
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& love for Profit; but thou haſt caſt thy Sex's de. 
« cent Virtues far away, as I have heard in Eu. 
© rope's colder Clime, where ſome bold Females 
« walk abroad, uſurping manly Vice, and caſt their 
& nauſeous wild Embrace on every Paſſer by.” 

“% 'Then, faid Kufan, her Eyes flaſhing with in- 
& dignant Malice, die, cold ſenſeleſs Wretch, and 
cheap thy Sacrifice of Life, which is already more 
& than half extinct.“ 

As Kufan uttered theſe Words, the arched Paſſa- 
ges of theDungeon echoed with an uncommonNoiſe. 

The Sultan Adbim, conſcious of his Situation, 
was vexed in his Heart that he had ſuffered Kufan 
to unlock his Fetters; and he doubted not but thoſe 
| who were entering, would ſuppoſe that he had con- 
ſented to the Damſel, who was thus maniſeſtly aid- 
ing his Eſcape.

Colac no leſs ſurpriſed at ſeeing his Daughter - 
with his Priſoner than Lemack, was about to anſwer 
him, when the Tyrant ſtruck his Scymitar into his 
Heart, and fell with the murdered Colac on the 
Ground. 

Au fan ſcreamed at the Sight, for fan loved her 
dear Parent with a noble Fondneſs; and though vi- 
cious in her Mind, was yet tender and grateful to 
the Father of her Life, Lemack 
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Lemack ſtruggled on the Pavement to recover his

Pherizar, in Obedience to his Sultan, gave in a 
Liſt of the Ringleaders of the Rebellion, and Abeli- 
dab was called in, and ſent to bring them ſingly be- 
fore the counterfeit Lemack, 

The Viziers and Captains each expeQting ſome 
further Preterment, obeyed with great Alacrity the 
royal Summons, and as they entered, the Emits 
ſeized on them, and led each of them through a 
back Way, into a ſeparate Place of Security.

When the faithful Emir reached the Grove, he 
found the mild Pheſo; Ecneps weak and infirm, and 
with Difficul'y brought him forward in a Palan- 
quin towards the Towers ot Orez, ſo that the Emir 
teared, they ſhould not reach Raglai by the tenth

As ſoon as Pherizar was gone forth, Couriers were 
diſpatched alſo, with all Haſte, to the different Pro-

© Gods! continued he, looking on the Emir, is 
not that Eupordi ? whom | meant, had Lite, dear 
precious Life, been given me but a Day, to have 
ſacrificed for his curſed Rebellion. Art thou 
too here, ſaid he, cold canting Emir, loyal Slave! 
and could not Aabim and his Virtues ſave thee 
Then Virtue was a Farce as e'er J thought it, 
and he the wiſeſt that made his Paradiſe or 
Earth. Come, Friend of Prieſts, religious, good 
Eupordi, come learn to curſe of me, and laugh 
at holy Cheats, who have deprived thee of Life's 
Blefling, and now do leave thee here, a Prey 
to this dark Grave.“ 

* Blaſphemous Slave, anſwered Eupordi, thou 
art yet ahve, if that be called Life which thou 
poſſeſſeſt; which is indeed but Life's Slavery, 
a fearful Vaſſalage to difordered Appetite, and 
craving Paſſions ; to live like thee, the Drudge 
of Luxury, were a Curſe, and not a Bleſſing, a 
grievous Burden, and no Gift to be deſired : 
But haply Life with thee is ſhort, for now our 
royal Maſter reigns again, and thou art Aubim's 
Priſoner.” 

* Priſoner ! ſaid Lemack confounded, his Coun» 


* tenance failing, and his Limbs convulſed with 
Fear; Righteous Eupordi ! is then my royal 
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Maſter living, and returned to his long expeQ. 
ing Subjeds? O let me haſte to kifs that Gar- 
ment which enrobes him, and to lick the Duſt 
which bears the Pride of Perſia on its Surface; 
happy for me, my Lord again vouchſaſes to rule 
his wide Domain. Poor weak old Man! the 
Cares of State depreſſed my unpenetrating Mind; 
and every Day convinced me, none but our royal 
Maſter could ſway with juſt impartial Balance, 
the royal Sceptre of the Perſian I hrone.“ 

* TI now retort that canting Phraſe thou gaveſt 
me, ſaid Eupordi, and from thy Example judge

Good Eupordi, replied Lemack in Tears, haſt 
thou no Compaſſion on a fallen Brother? Did 
| then (uffer thee to live for this? O fly, kind

Ius ſaid Eupordi, and retired, commanding the 
Guards, who had in vain endeavoured to recover 


Kufan, to lay her Body beſide her Father Colac. 


Adbim 
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Adbim having heard the diſmal Tale of Kufan, 
ordered all funeral Honours to be paid her and 
Calac, and continued to their Family the Poſt which 
the Father enjoyed, commanding his Treaſurer 
moreover to pay the Widow a thouſand Sequins. 

In the mean Time Falri, ſurrounded by Sorce- 
ries, had rendered the Foreſt of Goruou impervious

© and therefore, I conceive Lemack had been ac- 
„ quitted by your Voice, had he not publickly of- 
« fered a Reward for the Life of his Prince.“ 

The Divan rang with Applaufe at the Words 
of Pherizar, for Lemack was ſo abhorred by the 
People, who knew more of his Wretchedneſs than 
the generous Adbim, that the mildeſt of them 
thought his Death was abſolutely neceſlary to the 
general Peace. ; 

Albim, overcome by the Reaſonings of his 
Counſellors, yielded up Lemack to their Will ; 
ani the wretched Vizier ſunk to the Ground, white 
he heard on every Side the Sentence of his Death 
pronounced.

The Damſel held down her Head, her Hands

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« Tf, continued the Sultan, you make no Anſwer 
Virgin, J muſt conceive you guilty, and enforce 
« the Promiſe which you ſeem now ſo unwilling to 
“ fulfil.” 

The Damſel till continued ſilent, yet her Breaſt 
heaved with Sighs, and her Knees ſhook with Fear. 

© The modeſt Diſtreſs of the Virgin, ſaid Adbim, 
&©« will not ſuffer her to ſpeak, and her Fear ariſes 
* from female Delicacy. Lead her forth, young 
© Man, continued the Sultan, and let the Cadi 
&* ratify your Vows.” 

As the Sultan ſpake theſe Words, the beauteous 
Virgin fainted in the Arms of the young Man, and 
the Attendants of Adbim haſtening to unveil her,
